ment is now passed, and that nb addi- 
tional means for dealing with it are 
necessary, and enunclating the prin- 
ciple “that the problem of unemploy- 
ment is primarily one of industry, and 
that every effort should be made in in- 
dustry to prevent the occurrence 
unemployment,” the national confer- 
ence on unemployment came to a 
close here. 

Hon. James Murdock, Minister of 
Labor, handed out two resolutions 
which had been passed unanimously 
by the conference, He was asked 
specifically with regard to the attitude 
of the conference on doles.

Federal Gove Is Z 


Taking An Inventory Of 
Canada’s Vacant Farm Lands 


‘The Dominion of Canada, as one of 
the world's biggest land owners, is at 
present engaged in a general “stock 
taking” of the land stil on hand In 
the prairle provinces. 


For the guidance of future settlers, 
what are known as “classification 
surveys” are being made over large 
and partially settled areas, under the 
auspices of the Topographical Surveys 
Pranch of the Department of. the -In- 
terior, and from the results already 
obtained the new departure has been 
fully justified, 


Specimens of soils are being col- 
lected over the area investigated and 
analysts made at a soll laboratory es- 
tablished for this purpose at the Unt- 
versity of Saskatchewan, Saskatoon. 
Thus the prospective 
may not only, be informed as to the 
quality of the best soil, but also the 
crops which 
turns. 


will yleld the best re- 


The lands inspected under the new 
system are classified under one of the 
following heads: 

(1) Lands not open for homestead 
entry. 

(2) Lands suitable for 
settlement, 

(3) Lands considered fair for settle- 
ment. 

(4) Lands which can be economical- 
ly improved 

(5) Lands 
provements, 

(6) Hay meadows. 

(7) Grazing lands. 

(8) Lands of no agricultural value. 

Classes Nos. 2, 4 and 5 contain an 
acreage of good soil, which, after 
clearing and improvement, will be 
equal in valne to the average improv- 
ed farm of ihe district. Class No. 2 
contains from 20 to 30 acres of land 
open or ready for breaking with lit- 
tle preparation. Class No. 4 is cov- 
ered with a Hght or medium growth 
of poplar and other timber of no com- 
mercial value, while Class No. 6 is 
heavily wooded with poplar and scat- 
tered spruce, birch, etc. Class No. 3 
when improved will not be equal to 
the average improved farm of the 
successful homesteaders of the dis- 
trict, owing to deficient acreage of cul- 
tivable land or to some deficiency in 
the soil... These quarters usually con; 
tain a considerable amount of open or 
nearly open land, and are frequently 
good enough for the special needs of 
certain classes of settlers. 

In newly settled districts home 
steaders must devote priéctically all 
their limited clearings to the growth 
of grain crops. These are what are 
known as “cash” crops. For fodder 
dependence must be placed on the na- 
tural hay in the vicinity. Quarter 
sections classed as hay lands, contain 
meadows producing natural hay which 
may be cut in normal years. When 
settlers in the vicinity have cleared a 
sufficient area to introduce a hay crop 
into their rotation, quarter sections 
now classed as hay lands may be put 
to other uses. 

Quarters which, owing to inferior 
soll or broken and hilly surface, are 
unsuitable for homesteads, but which 
produce sufficient grass for summer 
pasture for the stock of adjoining 
homesteaders are classed as grazing 
lands. 

Maps already published show the 
classification of lands by quarter sec- 
tions for settlement purposes for the 
area In the vicinity of Winnipegoals, 
Manitoba, the districts around Lac la 
Biche, and northeast of Prince Albert, 
Saskatchewan; the Pouce Coupe dis 
trict in Peace River Block, B.C.; part 
of the Peace River district, and the 
St. Paul des Metis district Alberta.

Announcement is made by the post 
office department that a C.O.D. serv 
ice in connection with mail matter 
will become effective in the Dominion 
The regulations under 
the service will be operated 
are as follows: 


On and after October 1, 1922, a 
service in connection with 


mail matter will be | established 


; within Canada, whereby charges due 


the sender up to $100 may be col- 
lected from the addressee and re- 
mitted to the sender by post office 
money order. This service will ap- 
ply only in the case of mail matter 
posted at a money order post office 
for delivery at another post office 
within Canada, Rural routes start- 
ing from money order post offices 
are for this purpose considered as 
money order post offices and may be 
granted a C.O.D, service, the C.O.D. 
fee, also cost 
registration.

In the event of addressee having 
paid the charges due on ai C.O.D. 
article, and after examination of the 
same, desires to hand the article 
back and have the money refunded, 
postmasters are instructed that such 
request, {1s in no wise to be complied 
with, “It is the duty of the deliver- 
ing office to collect the amount due 
and remit it to the sender of the 
article,” the unnouncement states, 
“and it may be explained in the cir- 
cumstances above indicated that any 
objection to the goods received, or de- 
sire for return of the money, is entire- 
ly a matter for settlement between 
the addressee and the sender.”

The Deepest Gold Mine in the World 
In Australia 


Australia is supposed to have the 
deepest gold mine in the world. This 
mine is at Bendigo, Victoria, and was 
named the New Chum Railway mine.

Great Britain Has Been Very Gener- 
ous on More Than One Occasion 
Cancellation of the war debts of 
| former allies is by no means an unpre- 
| cedented act. Great Britain particu- 
‘larly has been generous in this regard 
| on more than one occasion. 
| After the Napoleonic wars England 
| entlenvored for seven years to obtain 
payment of £6,000,000 from Austria, 
and finally compromised on £ 2,500,- 
000, which represented eleven per 
cent. of principal and interest due. 
The indemnity imposed upon France 
after the Napoleonic wars was only 
£ 28,000,000. Yet the debt of victor- 
ious England in 1817 was £848,000,000 
and the national debt of France was 
only £140,000,000, Prussia had paid 
to Napoleon in levies more than twice 
the amount of the total indemnity and 
she therefore objected to the moder- 
ate terms imposed upon France.—Sas- 
katoon Star.
